5 Elderly

in Crash 
PLUMMERVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


—Five elderly persons, return- 
ing from the Arkansas Chil- 
dren's Colony where they were 
foster grandparents under the 
Green Thumb program, were 
killed in a fiery, two-vehicle 
crash on rain-slick U.S. 64 near 
here Monday night. 


"This is the worst highway 


fatality in my 21 years of of- 
fice," said Sheriff Marlin Haw- 
kins of Conway County. 


Witnesses at the scene said 


the car, carrying five of the vic- 
tims, all in their 70s, burst im- 
mediately into flames after col- 
liding with a pickup truck. 


Officials said the car had been 


so damaged by the impact that 
all five victims had to be taken 
from the car through the right 
front window. 


State Police identified the vic-

TEXARKANA, Ark. (AP) — 


National Guardsmen abandoned 
their sandbagging operations on 
the Red River near here Mon- 
day night after the U.S. Corps 
of Engineers decided that the 
river had crested. 


A spokesman said Guardsmen 


used :» 000 of the 5,000 sandbags 
they had available. Another 12,- 
000 sandbags were reportedly in 
reserve. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers called out 


179 National Guardsmen from 
from the B. Company, 1st Bat- 
talion, 153rd Infantry at Hope 
and Texarkana to fight the rain- 
swollen Red River threatening 
Uttle River County. 


The guardsmen worked into 


the night sandbagging levees on 
the 1,800-acre farm of Joe Mike 


Wood in Little River County. 


The flood found about half the 


cotton crop in the Red River 
Valley in Bowie County, Tex., 
and Little River County un- 
picked. 


A large portion of the area 


is under water and officials say 
that the pecan crop loss may 
run as high as thousands of dol- 
lars. 


The pecan crop harvest had 


just begun in many areas when 
the flood waters surged over the 
land. 


Residents of the area told 


newsmen that the rise in the 
river "is as bad, if not worse, 
than the floods of 1958." 


State Sen. Bob Douglas of Tex- 


arkana worked in shirt sleeves 
along side guardsmen late Mon- 


day night. 


He said that the river, which 


is being fed by rains from the 
Kiamichi Watershed in Okla- 
homa, posed a threat of sawing 
through a recently-built levee on 
the Wood farm. 


"If 
that happened," 
said 


Douglas, "everything between 
here (the Wood farm) and the 
hills of Ogden, three miles away, 
would be under water." 


Douglas said Monday night 


that the gates of Millwood Dam 
on Little River near Ashdown 
have been ordered closed and 
the water in the lake has risen 
13 feet. Millwood Reservoir is 
acting as a big plug holding back 
the waters in the valleys of the 
lower Cossatot, Saline, Rolling 
Fork and Little Rivers.

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese troops seized the Cam- 
bodian rubber plantation town 
of Chup today without any op- 
position, 
military 
spokesmen

"We now control Chup." one 


He said recon- 
naissance teams fanned out 
into the 75-square-mile plan- 
tation, the largest in Indochina 
and a major base camp for the 
North Vietnamese 7th and 9th 
Divisions.

Vietnamese in the town, and in- 
telligence officers were inter- 
rogating them. 


It was the first time in nearly 


a year that the South Vietnam- 
ese had established any kind of 
presence in Chup, the scene of 
hard fighting during the first 
allied invasion of Cambodia in 
May 1970 and again last Febru- 
ary. 


The South Vietnamese forces 


are on the southern edge of the 
big plantation, while the North 
Vietnamese have been reported 
in its northern part, and this 
may be why there has been no 
fighting.

Product Recall 
Is Disaster to 
Most Companies

NEW YORK (AP) — Did you 


ever wonder who pays the ex- 
penses of recalling a product 
found to be faulty? If you have, 
you've probably assumed it 
was an insurance company. But 
chances are it wasn't. 


I,arge, 
financially 
strong 


companies so far have chosen 
to rely on self-insurance. Many 
smaller companies are badly 
exposed, with neither the insur- 
ance or the capability of sur- 
viving a recall. 


Such companies are facing 


growing risks and maybe even 
bankruptcy as their products 
encounter government and cus- 
tomer vigilance against items 
considered to be health or safe- 
ty hazards. 


The federal Food and Drug 


Administration alone ordered 
the recall of more than 1,400 
products last year, up more 
than 500 from a year earlier. 
The list included 365 foods, 927 
drugs, 90 devices, and 44 cos- 
metics. 


Despite this, only a tiny per- 


centage 
of companies 
have 


bothered to buy recall insur- 
ance. In the entire country it is 
estimated that only about 200 
companies have such coverage, 
despite its availability since 


1966. 


Industry officials claim the 


unpopularity of the insurance 
can't be traced to any reluc- 
tance to publicize on their part, 
but a random check of several 
companies 
revealed con- 


siderable ignorance of such 
policies. 


Some manufacturers appar- 


ently believe their standard lia- 
bility policies offer protection, 
which they do not. Such policies 
protect against claims of injury 
or damage but do not provide 
coverage for recalls. 


Recall insurance pays the 


cost of notifying distributors 
and consumers to discontinue 
using a product as well as the 
actual withdrawal cost. 


Also included are costs of sta- 


tionery, postage, telephone and 
telegraph, advertisements, em- 
ploye overtime 
and 
outside 


hired help and the costs of un- 
usual disposal problems, such 
as might be involved in disposing 
of aerosol cans.

EPA Looks at 
Problems of 
Inner-City

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Environmental 
Protection 


Agency is reviewing a staff rec- 
ommendation that 
it plunge 


into inner-city sanitation, traf- 
fic and noise problems. 


EPA sources concede that the 


staff report's recommendations 
are not particularly revolution- 
ary. But the report's underlying 
point of view—that federal in- 
tervention is needed to solve 
city environmental problems- 
may run afoul of the Nixon ad- 
ministration's opposite philoso- 
phy of maximum state and lo- 
cal responsibility. 


A newsman obtained the re- 


port from an EPA spokesman. 


The report, prepared largely 


by young summer interns, says 
"experience has taught the ur- 
ban poor to look to the federal 
level for effective action." 


It calls inner-city 
dwellers 


"our most endangered people" 
and adds: 
"These are 
the 


people who need EPA the most. 
The urban poor, more than any 
other population group, need 
protection 
from 
solid-waste 


(trash) pollution, air pollution, 
noise pollution, water pollution, 
and pesticides." 


The report asks EPA to set 


up an urban-affairs office and 
to press for legislation enlarg- 
ing its authority in the control 
of noise, solid waste and toxic 
substances.

Just Could Be First Losing 
Season for Kentuck's Rupp

In Adolph Rupp's first 41 


years as basketball coach at 
the University of Kentucky, the 
Wildcats never had a losing 
season. 


This could be the first. 
"We haven't got it this year," 


said the venerable 70-year-old 
Rupp Monday night after the 
seventh-ranked Wildcats were 
upended by Michigan State 91- 
85 for their second consecutive 
setback after three victories. 
"We just don't have the mate- 
rial." 


Michigan State Coach Gus 


Ganakas concurred with Rupp's 
observation. "Kentucky certain- 
ly is not as strong as it has 
been in the past," said Ga- 
nakas. 


Since 
Rupp 
became Ken- 


tucky's coach in 1930, the Wild- 
cats have won an amazing total 
of 858 games while losing only 
183. They also have won the 
NCAA title four times, the Na- 
tional Invitation Tournament 
championship once and 
the 


Southeastern Conference crown 
a record 26 times. 


Maryland, ranked 15th in the 


latest Associated Press poll, 
was the only other member of 
the Top 20 in action Tuesday 
night, 
and 
the 
Terrapins 


trampled Georgetown, D.C., 79- 
46 as 6-foot-ll sophomore Tom 
McMillen erupted for 32 points. 


UCLA, winner of the last five 


NCAA championships, easily 
retained its position atop the 
rankings in this week's voting. 
The Bruins, unbeaten in four 
games, received 37 first-place 
votes and 898 points in out- 
distancing 
Marquette, which 


finished second with 708 points. 


South Carolina was third, fol- 


lowed by North Carolina, Penn, 
Brigham Young, Kentucky, St. 
John's, N.Y., Florida State and 
Ohio State and Southern Cali- 
fornia, who tied for 10th.

please explain an allergy 
that would cause my lips 
(one

The doctors' opinions seem 
to vary as to the cause, one 
suggesting that it might be 
something in the air or an- 
other 
suggested

possibly be from something 
I'm eating. Could you please . 
advise me what to do or~ 
what can be taken? 


Dear Reader—The prob- 


lem you are describing is 
called angio-neurotic edema. 
Fluid seeps out of the small 
blood vessels into the tis- 
sues under the skin. One or 
both lips are Common loca- 
tions 
for the swelling. It 


often affects any part of the 
face, the hands, feet and 
genitalia. It is really a type 
oi hive. The swelling usual- 
ly doesn't have a definite 
border and skin over the 
swelling is usually normal 
color and temperature.

In some people it 
appears to have a tendency 
to be inherited and in the 
other form it isn't.

"It was an out-and-out lie," 


Bernt Balchen said in an inter- 
view. "Byrd's whole fame was 
based on that story—based on a 
fraud." Balchen, 72, retired Air 
Force colonel, is recovering in 
Washington from major sur- 
fiery. 


The accusation comes on the 


60th anniversary of the South 
Pole's discovery. On Dec. 14, 
1911, Norwegian explorer Roald 
Amundsen dogsledded to the 
South Pole and planted his na- 
tion's flag. The expedition is 
well documented. 


Balchen said that Byrd's pilot 


on the May 9, 1926, Arctic mis- 
sion, Floyd Bennett, confided in 
him later that the claim of 
crossing the North Pole was 
false. 


"Floyd told me the whole sto- 


ry," Balchen said. "They never 
got that far away from their 
base at Spitsbergen, and, if 
Byrd flew toward the Pole, he 
didn't get as close to it as 
Roald Amundsen did a year 
earlier—130 miles
